GOOD AND BAD MEAT. 


Why is the one kind good and’ the 
other bad ?~ for the fiesh of the improperly- 
fed ox is bad na compared with the. other.

TRE ROYAL INSTITUTION. i 

London, Sonuary “13,—The : Privce ‘of 
Wales presidéd-atn meeting: of the Royal 
Institution-on Saturday. Professor Mux 
Moller in his Inangural Address said ‘that. 
the Imperinl Institution was a. school ‘of 
Modern Oriental studies in conjunction with 
Univorsity College. The Princo of ‘Wales 
dwelt on, the commercial and diplomatic 
importance uf Englishmen sequiring a 
knowledge of Origntal languages. : 

GERUANY. AND THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 

Berlin, January 13.—Tho Emperor Wil- 
liam, on ‘receiving tle President 6f the 
Reichstag, said that the situation at pre- 
sent appeared to fully assure the world’s 
peace, Tho geographical pusition of Gor- 
many, he said, required: that sho should in- 
ceasantly maintain an Army and Navy of 
the highest efticiency.
